Pacific Railroad. The gentleman him- 


self was one of the occupants, being ac- 
Fred. 
Crocker, Vice-President of the road, 
and party. Mr. Crocker was returning 
from the New Orleans Exposition and 
looked in the best of health and spirits. 
B-ing accosted by a representative of 
the Times, he cousented to talk for 
a few minutes concerning his visit and 
matters of interest generally. 

‘‘What do you think of the exposi- 
tion, Mr. Crocker?’’ was the first query. 

*[ spent but a short time myself in 
inspecting it, and I must refer you to 
my son for details, but. I will say that 
I was very much pleased with what I 
saw. It isa fine exhibition.” 

“Do you think it equal to the Cen- 
tennial Exposition ?’’ 

‘‘In seme respects, yes. Taken asa 
whole, it is not as large, bat its pecu- 
liar or special features are certainly 
worth atrip across the continent, or 
even a trip half-way across the world. 
Both the California and Mexicah ex- 
hibits are very creditable.’’ 

‘‘What seem to be the obstacles to 
the success of the Exposition?’’ 

“There are very poor facilities for 
getting to the buildings and grounds, 
and visitors complain much on that 
account. ‘Chere are also complaints of 
bad management in other respects, but 
I did not investigate them.”’ 

‘‘Did you notice the Los Angeles ex- 
hibit?" 

*“*T did, and you have reason to be 
proud of it. I sawa carload of your 
oranges come in, and everybody was 
delighted with them. I heard them 
praised everywhere.”’ 

‘‘What do you think of the market 
for Los Angeles oranges in the East?’’ 

‘Oh, they will take all you will ever 
raise here. You will never lack a 
market for your choice oranges. For 
the poorer kinds there never bas and 
never will be much deman.,’’ 

*‘Do you think the exposition will 
prove financially a failure ?’’ 

‘*] have heard the reports. I have 


in the matter,”’ 

‘‘In your trip what clse was there of 
interest, Mr. Crocker?’’ 

“Well, nothing specially noteworthy. 
I am delighted to see the progress you 
are making here. It is wonderful how 
your towns and settlements are growing. 
Not long ago I took a drive out to Pasa- 
dena and San Gabriel and I do not 
know where I have seen more beautiful 
homes or more substantial progress 
than right here in Southern California. 
Coming in to-day I was much pleased 
to see the development along the rail- 
road—at Ontario, Pomona and other 
places. It is my opinion, sir, that this 
county can, and will eventually, sup— 
port a million inhabitants.” 

‘‘What do you think of the work of 
the Legislature ?’’ 

‘‘T think the action of the Senate in 
neglecting to pass the irrigation bills is 
an outrage upon the people. I cannot 
understand why any men cal oppos: a 
measure which is of such vital import- 
ance to the State. Politics should not 
enter into the question. It is a subject 
in which every man 1s interested, irre- 
spective of party, and such neglect as 
the Senate has been guilty of should 
awaken the people to action, and in 
some way they should make their rep- 
resentatives understand that they must 
do their duty. The idea that immense 
quantities of water must run past where 
it is most needed and go to waste in 
order. that a few cattle may have 
enough to drink is preposterous. The 
State will soon cease to gain in popula- 
tion and wealth if a different system of 
water ownership is not introduced.”’ 

Mr. Crocker concluded with the state- 


as had all the party. 
COL. FRED CROCKER, 

in response to an inquiry, said: ‘‘The 
railroad company spent a great deal of 
money in getting up the California ex- 
hibit at the New Orleans Exposition, 
but does not, by any means, claim it as 
a railroad exhibit; it belongs to the 
State and is so credited. Theexhibit is 

not the largest in the Exposition—-Kan- 
sas, for instance, has sent one hundred 
tons of corn, and other States single 
products in like proportions—but in 
variety, California excels them all.’’ 

‘‘What features of the California 
exhibit are the most interesting?’’ 
‘‘Well, we excel in our showing of 

prepared woods, which are admired by 
everyone. Then our display of fruits, 
both green, evaporated and crystalized, 
is the finest and attracts much atten- 
tion. The same may be said of our 
honey, and, way, when an ex- 
hibitor from o saw the showing San 
Diego county was going to make he ac- 
tually tried to buy some of the honey 
to put with his own exhibit. The wheat 
from California is also the plumpest 
‘and choicest on exhibition, weighing 
‘sixty-eight pounds to the bushel. The 
wine exhibit is the finest shown by any 


resented.”’ 

‘‘Whet do you think will be gained by | 
the Exposition?”’ 

“Tt will be of great advantage, showing 
the resource; of the country, stimulat- 
ing immigration and developing busi- 
ness for the road. As business in- 
creases, freight rates will become lower: 
and we look for the time to come—and 
itis not far distant—when freight rates 
will be lower on our lines than even & 
hostile railroad commission would dare 
to establish at present. The interests 
of the railroad and the people are the 
same, and the latter may depend upon 
it that as fast as the business warrants 
it the facilities for handling will be 
forthcoming. The railroad company,’’ 
concluded Mr. Crocker, ‘‘is anxious 
for the settlement of the differences 
which have arisen between it and the 
Government of this State, and will clo 
all in its power to settle these questions 
in a fair and amicable manner for all 
parties concerned.”’ 

From the conversation, with these 
two gentlemen, who are close observers, 
the conclusion is reached that Califor- 
nia will carry off the palm on fruits, 
wine, prepared woods, wheat and 
honey, which will certainly be a fair 
proportion of*the honors.
